Especially Shepherds 
Handler Likes Dogs

Steve McArdle is a dog 
handler 
who 
works 
in 
obedience and protection 
training for dogs and their 
owners. He has a special 
affection for all dogs, but a 
particularly warm 
feeling 
for German Shepherds. 
The young war veteran 
owes his life to a German 
Shepherd 
scout 
dog 
who 
protected him while he was 
under heavy fire in Vietnam 
in 1966. As second handler, 
he had been sent out that day 
to replace the first handler 
who had just been killed in 
action. 
Later, back in the US, 
McArdle was to hear that

this dog was killed in action 
in another similar incident. 
He had lost a dear friend. 
“ It was not unusual for a 
handler to break down and 
cry at the loss of one of the 
scout 
dogs,” 
Steve 
said. 
“ You spend so much time 
with them and learn to love 
them.” 
When he talks about his 
work, McArdles admits that 
there are dogs that cause 
him fear, but he feels all 
dogs, with perhaps one or 
two exceptions, 
can 
be 
handled 
with 
the 
proper 
training. He believes that 
any dog trained by fear, will 
bite from fear. 
Steve works at the Texas 
Police Dog Academy and 
teaches an obedience class 
at the University of Plano 
where 
he 
majors 
in 
psychology. He will also be 
teaching 
very 
young 
children, using Montessori 
methods, this summer at the 
university. 
Tracking and obedience 
are generally understood by 
most people, according to 
M c A r k l e i 
h o w e v e r , 
protection is completely 
misunderstood. It, in no way, 


conditions a dog to become 
vicious, but rather simply 
awakens and controls a 
dog’s natural instincts. 
If a dog is trained im ­ 
properly, Steve stresses, 
then he is as much a threat to 
the owner as to a stranger. 
“ You don’t always want 
the dog to bit,” he said, “ but 
rather, to protect.” 
Steve can handle about 30 
dogs at a time by dividing 
into 
training 
groups. 
He 
works at

every
